“He’s been victimized twice. Once when 
he was abused and once by the system,” 
ex-California social worker Francinc 
Chabot said in a recent telephone 
-interview.-.

The Child Protective Services (CPS) in 
Son Bernardino County, Calif., failed the 
child by returning him to his parents after 
' suspecting abuse and taking him from his 


homc.'shc said; Idaho’s Health and 
Welfare Department then failed the boy by 
leaving him with his parents' after workers 
here learned of more alleged abuse, Chabot 
said. 

She wondered whether Idaho sociat 
workers were swayed by Californin’3 
decision to let the boy stay with his 
parents.

“I go to a lot of meetings and it kind of 
gets tiring to get down on my knees and 
have to crawl down the stairs,” said 
Martindale, who was bom with cerebral- 
palsy. “That hurts but I keep it inside 
because of pride. I don’t like people doing 
things for me that I can do myself.” 

Starting next year, the barriers will start to 
come down. 

The Americans with Disabilities Act will 
require businesses to provide reasonably 
accessible accommodations to individuals 
with disabilities. It will also prohibit 
employers from discriminating in hiring or 
promotion against a person with a disab ility. 

That’s good news for Patrick Barrett of 
Twin Falls. 

Barrett, who is blind,' said be is eager for 
the day. when people with disabilities will be 
treated as equals. 

“I wont to be considered as Pat Barrett, 
not as a blind person,” he said. “Blindness is 
just one of my characteristics just likeyour 
eye color is one of your characteristics." 

His employer at Living Independence 
Network Corp. (LINC) has already made the 
necessary adaptations in Barrett’s 
workplace.

WASHINGTON — Judge Clarence 
Thomas' nomination to the Supreme 
Court will be. pul 10 a vote soon in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee with the 
outcome hinging on whether 14 sena* 
‘fore believe his self-portrait: the image

tice. 

After a summer of being depicted 
rcgulariytu it right-wing thinker with a 
hostile grievance against much of mod- 
em civil rights law, Thomas verbally 
drew- a- different image of his own in 
five days of testimony before that com- 
mittee.'

Library will grant access

Huntington Library will announce 
Sunday that it is making a com- 
plete photographic set of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls available without re- 
striction to scholars, breaking a 
monopoly held by a clique of ag- 
ing academics who have complet- 
ed only a third of the translat^n 
they agreed to do nearly 40 years 
ago. 

"As a librarian nnd one dedicat- 
ed to research, the kinds of re- 
straints placed on the scrolls has 
been a scandal and we didn'twant 
to contribute to that,” said William 
A. Moffett,, director of the San 
Marino library, which is interna- 
tionally known for its rare books, 
an collections and botanical gar- 
dens. - 


The Huntington collection con- 
tains about 3,000 negatives of pho- 
tographs taken ■ of the ’original 
scrolls in complete and fragment 
form. • * 

Scholars in charge of the official- 
scrolls translation project assert 
-that the Huntington has no authori- 
ty to release the photos and pos- 
sesses them illegally. 

“It’s a most scandalous thing,” 
declared Magen Broshi, curator of 
"rtrcrShrlne of the Book, a museum 
in Jerusalem where some of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls art* slorcd. 

The struggle to gain access to 
the scrolls, 800 papyrus nnd leather 
documents that includes 'some of 
the earliest known biblical texts.- 
has been long and bitter. Scholars 
say 80 percent of the scrolls’ total 
contents have been published. But 
only about 20 percent of the text 


contained in fragment form has 
been transcribed nnd published. 

.The texts produced so far have 
affected Bible translations read by 
millions of Jews and Christians 
and provided. new.iiuiighuinto.nni— 
dent Jewish life. 

Many of the -scrolls apparently 
belonged to thc.iibrary of- a Jewish 
religious sect called the Essencs 
and describe the thought and pre- 
scriptions for community life of : • 
the order. More than 1 00 qf the 
scrolls arc biblical texts, represent-—" 
ing every book of the Hebrew 
Bible exccpt-Esthcr. 

In 1953. a small group of inter- 
national scholars received exclu- 
sive permission from the Jordanian 
government, which had custody of 
the scrolls before the 196? Arab- ,. 
Israeli War. to study and then pub-t 
lish them.

Potts said ufier an examination of 
Clarke's records that, the comptrdller 
had received inaccurate advice and 
an incomplete review of his financial 
disclosure statements by the Trea- . 
sury Department's ethics officials. 

Potts cleared Clarke of any inten- 
tional violations.

Clarke conducted 
his personal financial aflairs with 
disregard for ethics standards." Polls 
said. 

His remarks were in a letter of 
Sen. Carl Levin. D-Miclt.. an over- 
sight subcommittee chairman who 
had asked for u report on Clarke’s 
personal finances.

Clarke, u Texas millionaire, has 
served as the nation's top bank regu- 
lator since 1985.

Literally. 

“1 think every state probably has its 
mytbsV-V'Suid Carlos Schwontcs, a 
University of Idaho history professor and 
author of a new book about the facts and 
fantasy of Idaho’s past. “But Idaho docs 
seem to have a large number." 

Its name, for example. 

“Idaho" doesn’t mean "sun on the 
mountain," as many people think. The 
meaningless name came from the fertile 
brain of a- fast-talking, self-promoting real 
estate speculator who may never have set 
foot in the Gem State. 

A generation later, a former Indian agent 
and self-styled linguist tried to legitimize 
the moniker by combing.lhc Shoshoni 
iongungc for like-sounding' syllables. He 
came up with "E-da," which means "sun on 
the mountain," added "how," which 
doesn’t mean anything, and called it 
history. ] 

“We have a pretty fair record of Idaho’s 
history," says Merle Wells, a retired Idaho 
state 'librarian and Idaho's leading 
historian. ^But people like folklore, and - 
they like to repeat folklore as fact." 

“Idnhooiis arc about as diverse a people 
as you're going to find,” said Schwontcs. 
“People in 'Bonners Ferry don’t hove a lot 
in common with people in Preston. But one 


thing we do have in common is the stories 
we tell about ourselves. 

“It’s like the story about the guy from. 
trtnho who pulls into a gas station itf 
Pennsylvania and the attendant asks” him 
where he’s from. 

" ‘Idaho,’ says the visitor. - 

“ ‘Yes, but back here we pronounce it 
Iowu,’ ” says the attendant. 

"You hear thnt kind of story all over this 
state," Schwontcs said. 

In a state where centrifugal forces are 
pulling the Panhandle, eastern Idaho and 
the urban southwest in different directions, 
Idaho’s shared mythology is a unifying 
influence, Schwontcs and WcHs say. 

“The inside jokes thnt we tell have 
provided a common ground," said 
Schwontcs. 

One of the purposes of Schwontcs’ book, 
"In Mountain Shadows: A History of 
Idaho," is to set the record straight, but 
that*s-a process that hns been going on - 
largely unnoticed by most Idahoans — for a 
long time. 

The E-da-how explanation hasn’t been in 
the textbooks for 20 years, Wells said. "I 
worked with the State Board of Education 
as a sort of a consultant on Idaho historical 
matters, and we got it removed years ago. 
“But of course-that hasn’t-stopped it-from 
being told." 

It’s still around because Idaho's myths, 
like Idaho’s name, ore writ large in 
everyday life in the Gem State. 

About half of the state’s place names 


came from Indian or French words, 
according to the late Lalia Boone, u 
professor emeritus of English ut the 
University of Idaho who wrote “Idaho 

and those names aren’t nlwnys wlrat they 
seem. 

"The trappers or settlers or pioneers 
would come upon a group of Indians and 
the first thing they’d ask was, ' Whut’s your 
name?’ and, *Who’s your chief?’ Wells 
said. "That’s a basic misunderstanding of 
the culture of the Indians. A person might 
have several names during the course of his 
lifetime, depending upon who he wus or ^ 
what he was doing. And many of the Idaho ' 
tribes had no chiefs. 

“So the Indians would shrug their 
shoulders and give the white men a nuine. 
The white men would write it down and 
move on. Then the next group of white 
men who come along would usk the same 
question and get a different answer.” 

As a result, Wells says, dozens of Idaho 
names ore English misinterpretations of 
Indiarl misinterpretations of English words. 

Take the ease of Pcicm, a chief of the 
Boise band of the Shoshones during the 
early port of the 19th century. Pcicm wus 
friend of Donald Mackenzie, n legendary' 
fur trapper and agent of the Hudson Bay 
Co., and Mackenzie uscd fiTcairhim Jim, 

Years later, linguists figured out thnt 
Pcicm is the Shoshoni derivation of Jim. 

“Never trust an Indian name,” says 
Wells.

“Pure and simple, Americans with 
Disabilities Act is civil rights legislation," 
said Jeff Crumrine, executive director of 
Magic Valley Rehabilitation Services. "If 


they (employers) don’t hire (someone) on the 
basis of their disability, then they arc 
discriminating." 

In the past, large businesses thnt depended 
on federal contracts or^nding had u> comply_ 
with thTRcKabililalion Actbfl973. 

Universal Frozen Foods, for example, 
already complies with rehabilitation act 
requirements, including handicapped access 
and policies that avoid'disertminntion.

TWIN FALLS - It’s certain that 
complying with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act will cost some 
businesses. It’s not at all certain how 
much. 

- The problem with estimating- 
compliance costs, says Magic Valley 
Rehabilitation Scrviccs~Exccutive 
• Director Jeff Crumrine, is that each 
business will respond to the law's 
mandates in its own way. depending 
on its special circumstances. 

Some businesses, like lhc'K mart 
' outlet on Addison Avenue East, arc 
already largely handicnpp.ed- 
accessiblc. Others may need only to 
rearrange some desks to make it 
easier for people in wheelchairs to 
move around art office. . 

Others, however, will require 
extensive remodeling to make their, 
work spaces “reasonably accessible" 

. to disabled employees and customers. 

One cluo as to... how much 
^j:omplyingwitlLth cActisJ ik cly_to_ 
cost con be found in a 1989 survey of 
367 firms by "Your Company." a 
small-business publication published 
by American Express. 

The firms surveyed were all 
covered by the Rehabilitation Act of 
1973, which outlawed discrimination 
against the disabled by companies 
doing more than S2.500 of business 
with .the federal government and by 
public and quasi-public agencies that 
recelvcTcUcTSnioilars. 

The Americans with Disabilities 
Act largely extends the requirements 
of the 1973 law to most private 
employers, so it can be viewed as a 
' test of how the ADA will affect 
businesses. 

. More, than half of the businesses 
surveyed did not have to pay anything 
— ttrc o mply-witlrt hc i chabilitation-tictr 
Crumrine said, and 30 percent paid 




for less than S50. Twenty percent 
could be provided reasonable, 
accommodation for between S50 and 
$500; reasonable accommodation for 
another. 20 . percent would cost 
between S500 and $1,000. 

What that means to individual 
businesses in the Magic Valley, • 
-though, is unclear,-.. .... . 

"Reasonable accommodation" .can 
mean anything from slipping a phone 
book underneath. a desk to make it 
higher, to hiring a reader for a blind 
person, to remodcling'-rcsi rooms to 
make them whcclchair-accc'ssiblc. 

At Magic Valley. Regional Medical 
Center, any compliance costs will 
involve relatively minor changes in 
personnel procedures, said Helen 
Beer, the hospilul’s personnel 
director. 

The hospitul facilities are already 
mostly accessible to the disabled. 
Beer said; a few changes have been 
made to the business office to allow 
people in wheelchairs to get around 
more cosily. ' 

Such p ersonnel chan ges ns 

reviewing job descriptions to'muke 
sure any physical qualifications arc 
justified and separating medical 
records from an employee's personnel 
file may mean some extra work.

WASHINGTON (AP) — John 
Poindexter tore it up. President Rea- 
gan said he couldn’t remember sign- 
ing it. William Casey didn’t mention 
it. And Robert Gates says he'd for- 
gotten it existed. 

It’s a presidential document — 
callcda fi riding'— Ihal rclrbactivcl y 
authorized CIA assistance for a secret 
Nov. 25. 1985. shipment of Hawk 
missiles to Iran- 

The document, signed by then- 
President Reagan after, the shipment 
was made, is at the core of u foreign 
policy initiative turned scandal. It 
also figures prominently in confirma- 
tion hearings for Gates, President 
Bush’s choice to head the Central In- 
telligence Agency. . 

The hearings on Gates' nomination 
resume Tuesday, with testimony from 
past and present CIA officials, and 
questions likely about the mysterious 
paper. 

The agency hurriedly drafted the 
document the day after the 1985 mis- 
sile shipment because presidential au- 
thorization is required for CIA activi- 
ties other than intelligence gathering. 
A CIA-owned company had shipped 
the Hawks from Israel to Iron.

Mann, a congressional expert at the’ 
Brookings Institution. He said that in 
the future Congress will decide 
which it wants "with difficulty and 
probably without consistency." 

There's scant middle ground. Law- 
makers could wait until trials arc 
held, but by then public interest 
would muke hearings anticlimactic. 
Lawmakers could investigate behind 
closed doors, but at the cost of draw- 
ing object lessons, or glory, from the 
scandal at hand. 

• "I think ii‘s a terrible thing for the 
country," said Harvard law professor 
Philip.Hcymann, bemoaning the con- 
sequences of the North case. 

“I think that in cases of major na-

TWIN FALLS - There’s no place like home for 
teaching children about God. 

"The family' is the primniy educator about God, whether 
they mean to be or no t," sai d Margaret Peck, pri ncip al of 
St. Edward’s Catholic SchooL ' . 

Teachers and clergy from various faiths agree with Peck. 
Ideally, the church and parochial schools supplement what 
parents teach, they say.

A key tradition for Mormon families is Family Home 
Evening. Susan and Dan Stallings of Twin Falls gather 
their children every Monday. ... 

“I remember kneeling down to pray on Monday night at 
age 3, and I remember the flannel board stories my parents 
used to teach us about God," said Bryan Stallings, 22. The 
LDS Church provides literature filled with songs and 
activities for family lessons. 

Susan Stallings is also responsible for teacher training in 
her Twin Falls Stake, working with six presidents of sue 
primary classes. “We keep our lessons basic and simple 
with young children, centering on subjects like who made 
our beautiful world, with rain, show and sunshine," she 
said. .... , 

While Mormon children attend their primary classes, 
parents are doing some studying of their own. They ore 
taught parenting techniques and how to introduce their 
children to God. 

“It’s very important for the whole family to attend 
church together," Stallings said. , 

Father Oscar Jaramillo, a priest at St. Edward s Catholic 
Church, agrees. 


"W|- helirve parents, as the first teachers o f.thc faith 
about God, should bring their cKilBrcH to church with 
them,” he said.

“Nobody made God. He has always been alive.

“God ... didn’t have to be bom. He has always been 
alive.” 

“But, but', but, who made Him?’ 

Brian Vricsman, senior pastor at the Reformed Church 
of Twin Falls, says the questions about God that seem to 
have no answers arc an interesting part of a child’s 
maturation process. 

“Wc can define where God lives to an extent with 
preschoolers, but the genius of heaven is that no one can 
really define it,” he said. “So a child’s descriptions ore no 
better or worse than ours.” 

The dictionary definition of God as “the creator and 
ruler of the universe in Christian, Jewish and Muslim 
teaching" means little to a small child. 

“Wc teach young children about God in our Sunday 
School by using objects like story cards and puppets,” said 
Don Christensen, associate pastor at the Reformed church. 

“Wc prespnt Christ first," Vricsman added, referring to 
the Christian concept of the Trinity — the Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit as three persons of one God. "Of course,- the 
classic image of the Holy Spirit that all of us grew up with 
was Casper the Friendly Ghost."

Childrens’ attitudes toward God develop early

A child’s attitude lowurd God 
begins to form during his earliest 
moments in interaction with adults, 
especially parents, according- to the 
book “You Can’t Begin Too Soon," 
by Wesley Haystcad.

Tourists easy prey for theives

The two leather bags were locked 
out of sight in the trunk of the renin! 
car, which was parked just outside Ihe 
hotel in the Mediterranean beach re- 
sort of Valencia. Nonetheless, the 
bags were stolen, reports a Washing- - 
ton colleague who has just returned 
from a vacation in Spain. Add her to 
the long list of Americans who have 
become victims of petty crime 
abroad. 

— Unfortunately, tourists ore the spe- 
cial prey of pickpockets, purse 
snatchers, muggers und other hit-and- 
run thieves around the world because 
they are apt to be carrying 1 argil 
amounts of cash, traveler’s checks, 
expensive cameras and other valu- 
-ables. Easily identified rental care are 
prime targets, too, and skilled thieves 
in some destinations apparently ore 
not daunted by locks. 

One tactic, adopted by roving 
gangs in Spain this summer, is to 
wave down motorists by indicating ^ 
their car has a flat tire or mechanical .1 
problem. When the driver pulls oyer 
to check, they offer to help but in- 
stead steal everything of val uc: 

In recent years, travelers returning 
from abroad have reported a variety 
of unusual assaults in Europe and 
elsewhere: 

• Innocent-looking youngsters may 
suddenly surround a tourist on a busy 
city street. In a matter of seconds, the 
group can pluck every pocket of valu- 
ables and flee. 

• Thieves on scooters sometimes 
zip past unwary sightseers snatching 
unprotected purees and cameras. 

• Cars stalled in traffic or stopped 
at signal lights can be targets. Thieves 
reach thrbugh an open window and 
grab a watch from your wrist or a 
puree or •camera from the seat. They 
may even shatter the window to get at 
these valuables.

Jamaica was' the subjcci of a Stale 
Department travel "notice’' Aug. 14 
cautioning Americans about crime in 
Kingston, the Jamaican capital. ’(A 
travel notice is the mildest form of 
travel advisory. Travel cautions and 
warnings are issued for more serious 
threats to health and safety.) 

Authorities representing both coun- 
tries say the welfare of foreign visi- 
tors is a matter they take seriously 
and that security and protcclivc mea- 
sures huve.bccn enhanced. 

When thC-Jamaica notice was is- 
sued, "We wdft: sfioqkpd." says 
Robert Stephens, the island’s director 
of tourism. "We are not treating it 
lightly."

Organic produce unsettling for shoppers 


ORG j\NICALLY GROWN: In 
many communilics — even those 
lhat have an image of being environ- 
mentally correct people are still - 

uncomfortable with organic food. 

“There’s a lot of hostility, even 
with consumers right here in environ- 
mentally aware Boulder (Colo.),” 
says Greg Davis, a produce clerk at 
King Soopers, a Colorado supermar- 
ket chain. Davis* store in .Boulder 
^stocks .several dozen type* of organic- 
produce alongside the other produce, 
rathenhan “ghetto-izing.” the organ- 
ics — which pavis feels is important 
to avoid. Often the organic produces 
costs ho more than (he other. 

“People scoff ul organic produce. I 
think they really don't understand 
what it is. People are seared of it be- 
cause it costs more or they think 
there’s something wrong with it or 
they associate it with u hippie cul- 
ture." says Davis, who has worked in 
the produce department more than 
lour years. “Very few people go jnto 
organic farming to make a lot of 
money." he notes. — They do ^be- 
cause they believe in it.- 
' "Organic products do cost more to 
grow because they are grown on a 
smaller scale, are more labor inten- 
sive and aren’t government-subsi- 
dized," he says, "so the higher price 
reflects a more real cost. Rather than 
avoiding truces of pesticides on pro- 
duce. the more important reasons to 
buy organic produce are water and 
soil qunlity and avoiding the trans- 
portation, use, and" exposure of work- 
ers to hazardous materials,” 

September 16-22 is being celebrat- 
ed nationwide as Organically Grown 
Week with supermarket sped uls, 
fairs and lectures. In 1988 there were 
1.083 certified organic farmers in the

PLASTIC NEWS: Speaking of 
plastic vegetables ... a shriitK- 
wrapped world seems to be the clear, 
v'utylized vision of the plastic indus- 
try folks, who proudly present photos 
of individually Shrink-wrapped ap- 
ples, potatoes, onions and even com 
on the cob in their publication Plas- 
tics & You. Tbe Society of the Plas- 
lics Industry. Inc., says that "shrink 
wrapping eliminates the need for pro- 
tective waxes, produces a clean sur- 
face for labels and reduces waste" 
(what about all the mm-biodegrad- 
ablc, petroleum -prod net waste from 
the discarded shrink Wrap?)- "In 
. many parts of the world refrigeration 
■ is Scarce and shrink wrap offers an 
important way to prolong storage life 
of fresh produce being imported and 
exported" (if they can't afford refrig- 
eration can they really afford /upon- 
ed fruit anti shrink wrap'.’). I 

Ami best of all. shrink whipping 
increases shelf life "up to a minimum 
of .five additional days" ... and “be- 
cause it's dear.' consumers "tan see 
what they’re buying." (do we usually 
buy produce wc-can’i see?)

America now has its first recyclable . 
appliance, the Uketllc. made by GE 
'PlnwlC5"and'FitdrRichardson-Smhh.— 
lids plastic tea kettle is made of 
snap-together parts that can lie disas-

FOILED AGAIN: Seeking to 
boost sales of their product in. an ever 
more microwaveahle world rtf-food, 
tlic.Aluminum.Foil. Container. Nlanu-„ 
facturcrs Association along with 
Reynolds Aluminum and Alcoa recy- 
cling companies have announced lhat 
now we can microwave food in alu- 
minum foil containers — as long as 
the microwave oven was made after 
1980 (when a change in design made 
this possible). To avoid electrical ate- 

• ing. remove any metal lid or wrap 
(including foil-laminated paper 
board) and make sure the foil con- 
tainer does not. touch any other metal 
or foil in the microwave oven and is 
at least one ipch from the oven walls. 
There should also be more fno.d than 
aluminum exposed — containers 
should be full. 

• All advertising aside, this is -good 
news because aluminum recycling is 
a proven and well-developed technol- 
ogy. saving 95 percent of the energy 
required to make new- aluminum 
front ore. 

FOIL P.S.: Don't forget to include 
oilier used aluminum such as frozen 
food, pastry and carry-out -containers 

— and even old aluminum foil — 
with the aluminum cans, for recy- 
cling. Just bo sure to rinse food off 
containers and foil for sanitation pur- 
poses during storage before recy- 
cling.

Q. My boyfriend saw on ad in 
the paper the other day looking for 
skilled and unskilled workers. The 
ad staled that ho could earn from 
. $2,400. to_S5,20p n wt*kand that 
transportation and fire Bousing 
will be provided. What can you 
tell rocrabout this? 

A. Our office has been checking 
into this ad and we fouhd that the 
company would not release any in- 
formation on the jobs available un- 
til the consumer paid $90. Re- 
member job listing services place 
ads in “help wonted" sections of 
newspapers that appear to offer 
work in the United Stutcs and 
ubroad. In reality, many of these 
companies merely sell slate or 
worthless information about em- 
ployment. ' They may churgc as 
much as several hundred dollars 
for information they simply copy 
from the classified section - infor- 
mation job seekers cun obtain 
themselves for the price of the 
newspaper.

IBM losing its ‘bellwether’ title

Siucc-liliU^tlic-DowJones indus- 
trial stock average has posted guins 
of about 10 percent a year. 

IBM stock, however, still sells at 
1983 levels. 

Is this the mark of a leader? 

Analysts say IBM has lost its title 
us "bellwether.’’ or market leader. 
Where once the company set the 
■ frir all of Wall Street, now it 


must shudder violently to cause a 
tremor in the rest of the market. 

“It used to be that the market 
couldn't go up unless IBM went 
Up.’* said Rick J. Martin of Pruden- 
tial Securities Inc., a lop IBM ana- 
lyst. ,J I would say that lor about six 
years, that has been utterly incor- 
- rect.” 

That is not to say that IBM 
doesn’t occasionally rattle the finan- 
cial world. On Murch 19. when the 
company announced tower-than -ex- 
pected earnings, the Dow Jones av- 
erage fell 62 points, losing just over 
2 percent of its vulue. 

But by and large. IBM and the 
market have gone their separate 
ways. The company has underper- 
formed the market steadily since 
1985 because of weak earnings and 
an industry-wide slowdown. 

This is ironic, because IBM has 
grown steadily for decades and has 
more financial muscle now than ever 
before. "It is more a stock that ef- 
fects the economy ..Ijian 20 years 
ago." said P. Martin Ressinger. an 
IBM analyst at Duff & Phelps Inc. 

Some observers say the problem is 
not with IBM but with the way Wall 
Street does its business. Most trades 
arc earned out electronically by pro- 
gram traders, computer programs 
that reuet mechanically to 
incremental changes in stock prices. 
The behavior of an individual com- 
pany just doesn't mean thul much 
unymorc, they say. 

"Nobody’S a market leader any- 
more." said Fred Perry, n 2K-yeur 
IBM veteran and stock owner.

In spile of its sporadic stock. 
IBM remains an institution of- 
American business. The company 
earned more money than any other 
U.S. linn last year. Its boundless 
financial resources pul it fourth on 
the 1991 Fortune 500 ranking of 
industrial companies. 

When such a stock is trading at 
about S100. a 40 percent .discount 
from its peak six months ago. the 
astute investor will buy it. IBM ex- 
perts say. 

"I would say it's tit the bottom 
end of its trading range right now." 
said Donald Baxter, a money man- 
ager based ill Boca Raton. Ha. 
"IBM is one of the stocks wc are 
specifically recommending." 

Tile only catch is. the buyer 
must lie willing to turn around and 
sell the issue if conditions change. 

IBM. like most computer com- 
panies. is plagued. with a cyclical 
stock, whose value rises and tails 
will) its customers' brief attention 
spans. To make matters worse. 
IBM in 1991 is facing decreased 
earnings for the first lime in years.

For the ncxi ycar. IBM is likely 
to thrive on the new generation of 
mainframe computers it introduced 
on Wednesday. Mainframes, giant 
business computers thut cost up to 
$25 million each, generated half or 
IBM’s profits last year. And 
William J. Milton of Brown Broth- 
ers llarTiman & Co. estimates that 
the company is guaranteed S3 bil- 
lion in receipts from the new ma- 
chines from advance orders alone. 

But even a S3 billion cushion 
does not guarantee success, tor 
IBM. "We’re talking about _ a com- 
pany that generated S69 billion in 
revenue last year.” Milton said.

It's likely the Weyerhaeuser board would approve 
a timber operation in the Soviet Union if the 
investment is relatively low and there’s a prospect of 
a reasonable return, he said.

Scientists at Los~ Alamos National 
Laboratory huve made a 
superconducting wire they say 
brings researchers closer to using the 
technology to produce efficient 
motors, electromagnets and power

The team produced a 130-lout 
wire, much longer than results of 
previous attempts which made wires 
only a few inches long, the lab 
announced Monday.
